CROP REPORT NO. 6 


Alberta—Crop development ow- 
ing to cool weather, has been 
somewhat slow, but apart from 
the Peace River district and some 
south-eastern areas, where mois- 
ture is inadequate, prospects: are 
very promising. Hail damage to 
date is about average. The sugar 
beet crop is estimated slightly be- 
low normal, but improving. Hay 
crops and pastures are good. 
Saskatchewan—Crops continue 
to make favourable progress as a 
result of light to heavy rains re- 
ceived during the past week. More 
rain is needed in the south-west 
ang south-central areas in order 
to maintain fair prospects, Heavy 
weed growth is reported from-a 
number of points. Light té heavy 
hail storms have caused some da- 
mage in’ the nartheast, central 
and southeast districts. Pastures 
are fair fo good. 
Manitoba—Condition of wheat 
crops continues favourable, with 
warm weather and fairly general 
rains maintaining promising pro- 
spects. Moisture on the whole is 
adequate for the present. Oats 
and barley are beginning to head 
but. recent rains were somewhat 
tardy to ‘effect complete recovery 
of late sown crops. Damage from 
hail and pests is light. Pastures 
show much improvement. Sugar 
beets are making good progress.

Cost Of A Health Plan 


THE QUESTION OF A DOMINION-WIDE PLAN of health insurance 
and free. hospitalization for everyone is frequently discussed. The desir- 
ability of putting adequate medical care, and hospitalization when neces- 
sary, within the reach of all citizens regardless of their financial status, 
cannot be questioned, and in most communities today there is provision for 
the care of ‘those who are unable to pay the usual costs of illness. There 
are also ‘group health insurance and hospitalization projects, but as yet no 
such step has been undertaken. on a national scale. In other parts of the 
Empire and notably in New Zealand, extensive health and hospitalization 
insurance and other benefits of this kind have been in effect for some time. 
Recently sweeping measures of this nature have been introduced in Britain 


in a National, Health Bill which attracted much attention on this continent.

Basic Needs sociation held at Banff, the question of health insur- 

e ance and free hospitalization was discussed. Speakers 
Are Outlined there pointed out that there could be no such thing 
as ‘free hospitalization” and that government financing of any health plan 
would result in an ultimate burden to the taxpayer. A report on the sub- 
ject by a committee of the Canadian Medical Association, headed by Dr. 
Harris McPhedran of Toronto, stated that studies of health insurance 
trends over a period of several years had resulted in the endorsement of 
certain “basic requirements” for such a scheme. These were: (1) improved 
standards of living; (2) an adequate public health preventative program; 
(3) diagnostic services; (4) hospital services; (5) medical services for 
remote, thinly populated areas; (6) complete services for blind persons, 
old age groups and pensioners; (7) education of the public to the full im- 


plication of a health insurance plan. 
* * * * 


In connection with hospitalization it was pointed 
out that present services would have to be. ex- 
panded to include not only general hospitals but 
special institutions such as tuberculosis sanitaria, 
Dr. Harvey Agnew, of 
Toronto, an expert on hospital construction, said that the country’s require- 
ments for new hospital buildings would amount. to $250,000,000. One of 
the main points which were stressed throughout the discussions was that

United States Navy Will Use It For 
Air-Sea Rescues 

The U.S. .Navy Department has 
commissioned, its first helicopter 
squadron, consisting of 17 such craft, 
to be based at the Naval Air Station, 
Floyd Bennett Field, New York City. 

The squadon will be largely experi- 
mental, designed to develop and ex- 
pand the progress already made by 
the United States coast guard in use 
of helicopters for air-sea rescues and 
other purposes. - 

The helicopters will be placed on 
fleet vessels that do not carry any 
aircraft, where they can _ perform 
ship-to-ship and ship-to-ship liaison 
for the delivery of mail, personnel 
and material. They will thus elimi- 
nate'the use of destroyers for many 
minor deliveries to larger vessels, 
involving hazardous and _ time-con- 
suming manoeuvring to come along- 
side. ; :
